WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1.—The 


status of the Chinese negotiations to-day 
is still a waiting one, as far as the Unit- 
ed States is concerned, the Powers in- 
dulging in a. rapid exchange of views by 
telegraph and cable, respecting the Kus- 
so-American propositions. As the Amer- 
ican note was designed to call out a 
straight expression of policy from the 
various powers respecting the proposed 
withdrawal from Pekin, it is understood 
its effect has been to brine about -these 
consultations with a view of gaining 
strength by combined action in their re- 
sponses. 


Important developments are not ex- 


pected within the next day or two at 
least, that period of time being regarded 
as necessary in order that the various 
elements may merge. Meanwhile, it is 
declared positively by t'.ic State repart- 
mcnt there will be no further authorized 
publications of any notes now in process 
of exchange until complete accord .has 
been reached, or at least until the sub- 
ject, under consideration .is finally dis- 
posed of. This attitude is assumed be- 
cause of the free discussions in the press, 
based in some instants, according to the 
State department ollicials, upon errone- 
ous conceptions of the meaning of cer- 
tain notes officially published, and on 
misleading conjecture as to the nature of 
other notes unpublished threaten to re- 
tard the development of negotiation-;. 


The question of Li Hung Chang's cre- 


dential* is now said to be ancient his- 
tory. It is pointed out thai all govern- 
ments involved in Hie Chinese trouble 
are a, unit, according to their official 
declarations, in their willingness to ne- 
gotiate with the Chinese government if 
some responsible representative of tlmt 
government can be found.

of American tools and machinery do not 
show the shrinkage in volume which re- 
cent reports would indicate, ^onie con- 
cern has expressed by reason of a. falling 
off in foreign orders due to 
the high 


prices of iron and steel. In this connec- 
tion it will be interesting to note that 
the export of builders' hardware, saw.?, 
and tools during the fiscal year 1000 
were the largest in the history of our ex- 
port trade, being $9.G4C7017, against ¥7.- 
842,372 in 1300, $O.C27,4UG in 1897, find 
$5,309,183 iu 1S90, prior to which year 
the exports in this line had never aggre- 
gated so much as $5,000,000. 


In -exports of sewing machines, type- 


writers, electrical, and other intricate 
iniic-hinery, there are also gratifying in- 
creases. Comparing the export figure ')J 
the fiscal year just ended with tlio.-e of 
1808 and 1899 it is found that sewing

The annwrs of the family of Adamses 


are remarkable. President John Ad- 
nms, 
who 
succeeded 
Washington, 


(1707-1S01), came from a line of Intel- 
lectual aristocrats. His son was John 
QuJncy Adams, president from 1S25 
to 1829, and later an anti-slavery flg- 
ura In- cougaess. Ills -son, Charles 
Francis Adamt, the first, (who died in 
1886), was our minister to England— 
a post hold by both his father and. 
grandfather—during the civil war. Of 
course, It was u very trying time, Eng- 
land's first bent being toward The cot- 
ton-producing south. Adams was not 
suave, crafty and Intriguing like the 
traditional diplomat, but he was deter- 
mined. There was no concealment, he 
•was determined and even defiant. Nev- 
ertheless, he was self-controlled. His 
services to this country, the historians 
say. was tremendous. 


This Adams had four sons, all of 


•whom are rioted and the Charles Fran- 
cis Adutus, the second, who comes to 
Madison to make the historical library 
dedication address, is one of those four 
BOns. It Is noteworthy that the four 
sons ami nil the ancestors referred to 
enidiurr.ed from Hurt-aid. 


Our future guest is 63 years old and 


graduated from Harvard in 1856. 
He 


was admitted to the bar In i&'S, but 
served all through the civil war and 
came out a brigadier general. In 18fi8 
he was on the Massa<-hnsetts railroad 
uamuiission, which led the way In re- 
form supervision of that sort hi all the 
states.

Hai-vard and written for 
magazines. He has been president of 
the Massachusetts Historicnl society 
since 1M'.'", and it Is this prestige rnaiu- 
ly which brings him 10 Madison, His 
father compiled The works of the two 
rrosidents Adams in twenty-two vol- 
umes. 


The KUuontlon of the Deaf. 


The subject of the instruction of the 


deaf and dumb of the state is being 
rt-vlved. 
Some of the friends of the 


city day schools for mutes, not content 
with their undoubted success, are un- 
wisely taking occasional raps at the 
Uelavau state school, which makes a 
home for great numbers of mutes who 
have no good homes of their own and 
who are able there to get some indus- 
trial training. 


Tlio L-atrons of day schools for th? 


deaf are learning that these schools are 
.not nil Iheir advocates claim for them. 
After .1 while they will begin to realize 
that Imperfect speech is not the most 
valuable acquisition which a deaf per- 
son can acaulre, as long as a good 
general edncMlon, with technical in- 
struction in useful arts, is within their 
roach, and Is offered to them without 
price. 


Briefly, the large city which can 


maintain a graded school should have 
schools for the deaf: and some of our 
cities of secondary importance might 
support successful schools for the' 
doaf In pursuance of the day-school 
plan. 
But if the day schools are to 


contiuuo drawing stnte support they 
would make n much better return for 
the money expended by the state if 
thoir instruction laid foundations, in 
tho primary grades of their school 
work, upon which the s-tat< school 
might build, carrying on and complet- 
ing 
in more ample 
form 
through 


courses in literature, science and iirt; 
by manual training and trade schools 
a'devetopme-nt of the whole being; nnd, 
with It all affording that special train- 
ing which the deaf rnrely get at home, 
but which their peculiar defects make 
most essential. '

THE HESSIAN FLY. 


Wheat Wlt*;a TMW Crop 


f. 
and Late »<nrlne. 


|,Tbere are two broods of tnl* Insect 


ch year. The wmgod fly appears In 
ugiwrt and September and searches 


4or tbe young winter wheat to lay its 
jeggs on, and places them on the leaf 
iblsdOB, anywhere from 1 to 30 on a 
Wade. In fonr or five days the eggs 
hatcb. and the young maggots crawl 
down the blade, enter tie sheath and 
pass down to the Joint. Here they 
stay, sucking the juice from the plant 
untlt-about the end of November, when 
they tern, brown and harden. Tola Is 
called the flaxseed stage. In thlB con- 
dition they pass the winter. In the 
spring, about the middle or end ot 
April, they change to the full grown 
form, the winged fly. These at once 
begin to lay their eggs as before, and 
the hletory a« already given for the 
fall brood Is repeated; the flies from 
this brood appearing In August and 
September to lay the eggs on the win- 
ter wheat. TJiis, In brief, is the life 
history of the Hessian ny. 


A plan for the protection of •wheat; 


from tho fly, originally outlined by 
H. T. Fernakl of the Pennsylvania 
station, Is as follows: 


Plant a small piece of wheat early 


In August so that It may come up early 
and be found by the flies when looking 
for a place to lay their eggs. This 
piece will, of course, be full of maggots 
later. About the end of September 
plow this under, and do not use the 
ground for wheat the next year. By 
this method the flies will lay their eggs 
ID this early wheat, and as they die 
after egg laying few will be left 
...-:. 


Do not plant the wheat (except the 


small piece just spoken of) until about 
Sept. 20. By that time almost every 
fly will have died, and there will be 
none left to lay their eggs when the 
wheat comes u p .

sown as late as Sept. 20 will make 
growth enough so that it will not win- 
ter kill, and this method hns been 
tried 
In states farther north than 


Pennsylvania for many years with 
success. 


Some kinds of whon.t are less at- 


tacked by the fly than others. Kolllng 
the field'with a heavy roller when tho 
fields are smooth nud free from stones, 
'about the 1st of October, is of valua 
In some cases. 
Letting sheep graze 


on the fields as soon as two or three 
blades from each root appear also 
helps, the sheep eating the eggs of the 
fly along with tho leaves. 
Crops on 


poor land usually suffer most; hence 
the use of fertilizers to enrich the soil 
aids In keeping down the insect. 


Where the fly IB already in tbo 


wheat, cutting a little higher .than 
usual and plowing the stubble under 
at once will kill the Insects before 
they have changed to the 
winged 


stage. 
Burning the stubble Is also 


beneficial at this time.
